G.S.R, 157.—In exercise of the powers conferred by Sub- 
Section (1) of Section 3 of the All India Services Act, 1951 
(b 1 of 1951), the Central Government, after consultation 
with the Governments of the States concerned, hereby makes 
the following Rules further to amend the All India Services 
(Provident Fund) Rules, 1955, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the All India Services 
(Provident Fund) Amendment Rules, 1996. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of then- 
publication in the official Gazette. 

2. In the All India Services (Provident Fund) Rules, 1955 
(hereinafter referred to as the said rules), in rule 10 of the 
said rules in sub-rule (1) in clause (a) after sub-clause (vi), 
the following sub-clause shall b6 added, namely : — 

“(vii) to purchase consumer durables such as television, 
video cassette recorder, video cassette- player wash¬ 
ing machine, cooking range, geysers, computers'. 

3. In rule 12 of the said rules, 

(a) in sub-rule (1), after sub-clause (f), the following 
shall bo added, namely :— 

“12, (1) (g) meeting the cost of consumer durables 
such as televisions video cassette recorder, video 


(b) in sub-rule (1A), for the words “twenty Years" 
the words “fifteen years*’ shall be substituted. 

4. In rule 13 of the said rules, in clause (1) for the 
provisos the following shall be substituted namely : — 

“Provided that the sanctioning authority may sanction 
the withdrawal of an amount in excess of the limit 
set out in clause (a) upto ninety percent of the 
balance at the credit of the subscriber in the Fund 
but not exceeding two hundred times the basic pay 
subject to a maximum of Rs, eight lakhs, whichever 
is less : 

"Provided further that in the case of a subscriber who 
has availed himself of an adVancc under the 
scheme of the Ministry of Urban Development 
for the grant of advances for house building pur¬ 
poses, or has been allowed any assistance in this 
regard from any other Government source, the 
sum withdrawn under this sub-rule together with 
the amount of advance taken under the aforesaid 
scheme of the assistance taken from any other 
Government source, shall not exceed Rs. eight 
lakhs or two hundred times the basic pay, which¬ 
ever is less'\
